its primitive splendor. Itheims cathedral is 
•IfiT foot long by 100 feet brond, !bo trim- 
septs having a total width of If!5 feet. The 
height of the roof is 110 feet. 
The stained 


glass windows, dating from tho thirteenth 
century, are still in a perfect state of pres- 
ervation. 
Tho windows in the choir each 


contain portraits of two French kings aud 
two archbishops of Itheims, while the roso 
windows in the .southern transept represent 
tho twelve apostles. 


The restoration of the woodwork and carv- 


ing of the interior will cost a largo sum ; 
tho organ placed in the cathedral in M'Sl, 
Is still in r.n excellent slato of preservation

THE riiANTOM SHU* OP BLOCK ISLASD.— 


The story of the "Palatine," Ibo ghostly 
ship that used to ba seen by the inhabitants 
of Block Island, is revived by a letter from 
a venerable man, Mr. Benj. Congdon, of 
Napoli, Cattaraugus county, New York. Ho 
.says he ouee saw that ship, the story of 
which 1ms been so musically told by tho 
poet Whittier. It was over a hundred years 
ago that the Block Islanders rushed down to 
the shore and murdered the crew and pas- 
sengers who were on their knees in grati- 
tude for their escape from the wrecked 
ship. The murderers took the most valua- 
ble part of the cargo and burned the ship;

seen no more.

}>enj. S. Knowles, of Point Judith, it. I., 
now !»2 years old, and myself, now in my 
8!>tu year.
